The Summerfallow 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


The object of the summerfallow is 
three-fold; to conserve moisture, to 
eradicate weeds with creeping root 
stalks and to lower the weed seed 
content of the soil. Experiments 
conducted at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, indicate 
that none of the summerfallow sub- 
stitute crops is as efficient as the bare 
fallow in this respect, 

Experiments with different sum- 
merfallow treatments show that any 
method of fallowing which will keep 
the land “black” will give good re- 
sults. Keeping the land “black,” 
however, is not always as easy as it 
may appear. It involves the eradi- 
cation of all perennial weeds with 
creeping root stalks, such as couch 
and sweetgrass, Canadian and sow 
thistle, brome grass, dandelions, ete., 
as well as the germination and de- 
struction of all volunteer grain and 
annual weeds, such as _ stinkweed, 
mustard, wild oats, buckwheat, pig- 
weed, lambs quarters, etc. 

If the soil is a rather light loam 
and free from perennial weeds and 
grasses, fallowing without plowing is 
possible and in some cases advisable 
in that the previous season’s crop of 
weed seeds is not buried to be later 
brought to the surface when prepar- 
ing the land for succeeding crops, 
Summerfallowing without plowing on

weed crops than is possible where 
the land is plowed; on the other 
hand, fallowing without plowing is 
seldom advisable because the preva- 
lence of perennial weeds and grass 
make it inadvisable. 

The cultivation or discing of land 
| before plowing will assist materially 
{in controlling weeds on land to be 
fallowed. It forms a mulch and 
| thus tends to conserve moisture, keep 
the land from baking and promote 
the germination of weed seeds. 

Early plowing usually gives best 
jresults in that it prevents the de- 
{velopment of a rank weed growth 
|which utilizes moisture and plant 
food which should be conserved for 
the next season’s crop. 

After plowing, cultivation should 
be done with an implement suitable 
for the purpose. The spring tooth 
j harrow is an excellent machine for 
pemieage plants with creeping root 
|stalks such as couch grass, brome 
| erass, ete., plants such as Canadian 
and sow thistle are best controlled 
with the duck-foot cultivator; while 
the dise is effective in killing such 
weeds as lambs quarters, stinkweed 
and wild oats. Im most cases the 
harrow should be used in conjunction 
with the machines mentioned. 

The number of cultivations neces- 
sary to keep a fallow “black” will 
vary according to the amount of pre- 
cipitation and the weed infestation. 
It is well to keep in mind that weed

Caused By Bacteria Says Professor 
Of Tropical Medicine 
Leprosy, the dread disease, which | 
sends its victims into colonies of The 
Living Dead,’ has begun to give its 


age-old secrets. 


New evidence relative to the 
ancient scourge, tending to show it 


; is caused by a definite bactertum and 


is not contagious has been gathered 


; by one of the famous “microbe hunt- 


ters” of the University of California, 

He is Dr. BE, L. Walker, professor 
of tropical medicine in the University 
Medical School, Berkeley, Cal, who 
recently returned from a 14 months’ 
stay in Honolulu. While there he car- 
ried on extensive investigations of 
the cause of leprosy at the Molokai 
Receiving Hospital. 

Although Dr. Walker made it clear 
his findings are only tentative, he 
predicted that if they are sustained 
by further research they will result 
in changes of great scientific, econo- 
mie and governmental importance, 

Here are the two conclusions 
reached as the result of his studies in 
Hawail. 

1. Leprosy is caused by a bacter- 
ium related to the fungus actinomy- 
ces, & plant-like growth of microsco- 
pic size, which thrives on on living 
organism except that of man, but 
which is found in the soil virtually 
everywhere in Hawaii. 

2. These bacteria enter the body 
in cuts or wounds about the feet, and 
are not transmitted by the leper, des- 
pite the cry of “unclean,” which has

Criticizes Medical 
Inspection System 


Hon. George Langley Says Sending 
Canadian Doctors To Britain 
Creates Antagonism 


Canada was confronted with a 
blockade of British immigraiion to 
the Dominion as a consequence of the 
new medical inspection system. This 
opinion was expressed by Hon. George 
Langley, former Minister of Agricul- 
ture for Saskatchewan, at the immi- 
gration inquiry in Ottawa. 

“The sending of Canadian doctors 
into Great Britain has completely an- 
tagonized the medical men of the Old 
Country and has created an atmos- 
phere of antagonism toward imimigra- 
tion to Canada. It is all over the 
country from one end to the other,” 
continued Mr, Langley. it was only 
through a recognition of the facts 
that the blockade could be removed 
as the displacement of British doctors 
did not meet with British public ap- 
proval. 

“You have to clear away this an- 
tagonism in the Old Country,” he de- 
clared. Roster doctors should be used 
in conjunction with Canadian doctors 
in medical examinations at British 
ports. 

Mr. Langley recounted his expert- 
ence as a member last year of the 
Canadian farmers’ tour of the British 
isles. He was somewhar critical of 
the 3,000 family settlement scheme. 
The feeling in the Old Country, Mr. 
Langley stated, was that the scheme 
retarded the obtaining of the more 
desirable type of British immigrants 
such as the young single men. 

Passage fares were 400 high, Mr. 
Langley commented. Efforts toward 
a reduction in ocean passage should 
be made by the government. 

“That has been tried,” interjected 
Hon. Robert Forke. 

Mr. Langley visualized a prosper- 
ous situation in Canadian agriculture. 

“The farming prospect of Canada 
has not been so good for 20 years 
as it is today,” he remarked.

GREAT BRITAIN 
IS ANXIOUS TO
